ORGANDIJE TEA-CLOTHS 

The’ fancy for table-cloths and 
table napkins of organdie . for 
special occasions ‘is of Italian 
origin. These may be made very 
casily at honie and, being a novelty, 
their making is yuite an interésting 
and inexpensive pastime. All that 
is required is the necessary length 
of organdie, linen floss and an 
tmbroidery frame. 

The organdie is first cut to shape, 
circular, square or scalloped and 
bordered round the edges with 
blanket stitch in white floss, The 
embroidery designs for the centre 
are most effective -if somewhat 
heavy, making a strong contrast to 
the delicacy of the back ground.

history there has 
peen a demand for absolute plain= 
ness in matters of faith, -and all 
through history that demand has 
been refused. Al through history 
a hungering after 
certainty, and all ‘through history 
that hunger has not heen satisfied.

There are things in this life 
which are perfectly plain, as, for 
example, that two and two make 
four; but there is ‘an: inner signifi- 

-eance of things which is not plain 
as, for example, that there Is God | 
and that we haye souls. ‘ 

There are things which anyone 
can see with the naked eye, but 
there are other things which are 
scen only by faith. Faith, there- 
fore, however it ig to be described, 
js not certainty. Certainty is 
sight—a kind of sight’ of the, soul 
—and we live ‘by falth, not by 
sight, ; 

According to Christ Himself this 
hunger for certainty is never a £00 
sign, “An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign; and 
there shall no sign be given, to it 
but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas, .... The men of Nineveh 
shall riee in judgment with this 
generation and shall condemn it, be- 
cause they. repented at the preaching 
of Jonas, and; behold, 4 greater than 
Jonas is here.” : 

In the New Testament this 
cautionary note is struck so fre- 
quently, and jilustrations are re- 
corded so pointedly, that from the 
first, it would: appaar, the danger 
was perceived. . R 

' A Low Certainty 

Mary,’ who first saw her Lord 
risen from the dead, wanted to 
fling: herself at His feet, but he 
rebuked her saying, - ‘'Touch Me 
not.” I is as though, He had said,

first | disciples knew. People who 
were there at ‘the time knew that 
Jesus lived. They heard Him speak. 
‘They saw ‘Him do things, - heal 
people, _feed people, rebuke people, 
‘comfort people, All these things 
everybody who wanted to see, could 
see; and everybody who wanted to 
know, could know. There was no 
secrecy. No spiritual training was 
required, no discipline or beating of 
the breast, to see Jesus as He lived 
and moved-and walked about.

I sometimes say that a man’s 
faith is his vote. So indeed it is 
in this aspect, that a man’s vote 
ought to have behind it a man's 
whole pergonality.

This ery for certainty is always 
voming fback; and always in bad 
times. , They are never the best 
people who want proofs of Gud 
beyond tho earnest of the Spirit. 

We cannot say whether our 
Lord had this very tendency in 
view and rebuked it at the outset, 
when, in the circumstances I have 
quoted, Ho repelled Mary when 
ghe wanted to touch Him. It is 
as though our Lord Intended from 
the outset to teach us that our 
aagurances must. never reach the 
material assurance of actual touch. 
There are people who say that it 
makes them sure of the other 
world to hear noises and rappings 
and curious words,.as though our 
beloved ones had lost the power to 
speak clearly and sensibly after 
dying. 1 auppose we are all 
differzntly built. For myself I 
should begin to wonder whether 
God had absolute control of this 
world or whether some evil spirita 
had not broken loose.

LIFE OF MOSES 


UNIQUE FIGURE IN 
HISTORY =x 


("The Life of Moses” by Edmond 
Flag; (Victor Gollanez . Ltd., 

*, 12/6 net.) “. 

When I was avery small boy I~ 
was taught verses ‘on the Burial of 
Moses one of which rani— : 

“That was the grandest funeral 

That ever passed on carth; 

And no man -heard the trampling 

Or saw the train go forth.” 
thus, long before I had any consci- 
ous idea of the beliefs or references 
implied, I had tmbibed certain views 
about Moses which must have left: 
& permanent impression. It was 
not {il much later that these im- 
pressions began to fade. 

Most of us in our early school 
days read the accounts of Romulus 
and Remus and Numa’ Pompilius; 
and It was not till years afterwards 
that the historicity of the Roman 
Kingship was even questioned. The 
gradual realiaation'of the mythical 
element in the early classical his- 
tory paved the way for a similar 
outlook towards the Hebrew 
legends, ‘til Samson. became a solar 
myth and: Moses the synthesis of 
tribal unity and endeavour. ‘ 

A Life of Moses strikes one a3 
being in some ways rather strange, 
and naturally forces to the surface 
the two great viewpoints from 
which the Mosaic tradition may be 
considered. We have the frankly 
poetic viewpoint “where, as with 
Achilles or Aeneas, the whole Js 
awathed in epic grandeur and mira- 
eulous achievement, This is quite 
evidently the attitude of this book. 
And of courg2 it is really the only 
attitude to take. But under these 
circumstances such'a book as the 
present .one ought to be in.verse— 
a great epic or other poem, like the 
Odyssey or the Light of Asia, A 
matter-of-fact-life In prose seems 
little more rensonable than a life of. 
Adam, and might almost verge on’ 
the comic, ; 

Downright Realistic 

There is the’ other type of qc- 
count of, Moses, of the downright 
realistic order. Moses is but Mr. 
Gladstone or Lloyd George or 
Mussolini (tastes witl differ as to 
the modegn equivalent) transported 
a few centuries back. Hard un- 
imaginative writers can picture 
Moses for’ us as a hygienic re- 
former, the gifted precursor of 
Lister or Pasteur. We are asked to 
believe that the savage practices 
of circumcision and the taboo on 
pork were great hygienic and sani- 
tary institutions Hke inoculation ‘or 
antiseptics—ibut of course born out 
of due time.”’ .As well might wé 
believe that the custom. of, the 
couvade was a plece of foresight in 
hygienic gynaecology. <A lot has 
yet to be learned about the-origins 
‘and affinities’ of ‘the group of be- 
Hef which are epitomised in the 
Torah. But we must. always re- 
member that they are a heritage 
handed down by immemorial custom 
from a savage past:—and the savage 
is not a simple, but a very complex 
creature, The simplicity, the direct- 
ness and the utility are the inven- 


|tlon of civilisation, and are a mat- 


ter of yestzrday. A recent publica- 
tion has put this new point for us 


‘with wonderful force and accuracy ; 


and we cannot do better than relter- 
ate it: ' a 
“Savagery with its numerous taboos, 
Its occultism and fetish, its complex 
ritualism, is mentally more intricate 
than civilisation, The minds of sav- 
Qges arc even more ‘tortuous than 


{they are confused; they are misdirect- 


ed by crazy classifications ond en- 
cumberred with symbolism, metaphor, 


metonymy and ‘elaborate falsifications; |' 


there is always jrrattonal elaboration 
and disingenuousness.”

AFFECTING GOVERNORS OF 
MANDATED TERRITORIES 


MR. J. H. THOMAS' SUPPORT 


London, Yesterday. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. 
Ormsby Gore, Under-Secretary, for 
the Dominions, moved the second 
reading of the Bill providing for 
an extension of the Civil Service 
Pensions to Governors of mandat- 
ed territories. He said there had 
come into association with the Bri- 
tish Empire this new form of de- 
pendency for which Governors had 
to be provided, and unless there 
was a change Inthe atatue it would 
not be possible to pay the same 
pension to a Governor of Manda- 
tory Territory as was paid to Gov- 
ernors of Colonies and Protector-, 
ates, A small commitee-had been’ 
set up to go Into what was neces- 
sary to do justice to the Governors 
of Mandated Territories and they 
had presented a report. The Bill, 
in the main, gave effect to recom- 
mendations of that committee. - 

Mr. 'J. H. Thomas, who was 
Colonial Secretary in the Labour 
Government, supported the Bill. 
He observed that it remedied a 
grievance and was long overdue,
